' of 68 to 8. • 


An amendment attaj|hed to it ex- 


tended authority .#f the commission 
.to food, clothing and other neces- 
sary commodities. • 


The bill now go'es to the senate 


for final action. It takes the place 
of the measure recommended by 
Governor Goodrich for the purchas- 
ing of mines by the state. 


The attack by Cravens came dur- 


ing an attetript to suspend the rules 
and -give immediate action to the 
Wl degjgnsd *» git* the -pnblicj ser- 
rkie commission power to make the 
priority order for, coal consigned to 
the institutions. 


The senate propounded six • ques- 


tions which Cravens demanded" be 
answered before any action is ta- 
ken on any coal bilL

this legislature providing for relief 
of .the coal situation there is no 
possible chance to alleviate condi- 
tions," Cravens said.
